This communication responds to the Examiner's statement of the reasons for allowance

additional patentable features or combinations of features not mentioned by the Examiner or 
taught or suggested by the prior art. Additionally, each of dependent claims 2-9, 1 1, 13-16, 18- 
20, 22, 24-29, 31-33, and 35-41 may include additional patentable features or combinations of 
features not mentioned by the Examiner. 

As such, claims 1-41 may be patentable for reasons not mentioned by the Examiner as 
well as for those reasons mentioned by the Examiner. 
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
